La Follette Tells How the Farmers Are 
by Monopol 


[An Editorial by Robert M. La Fol- 


lette in La Toilette's Magazine 


for August] 


N 


O other group of our people has 
been more, consistently the 
victim of private monopoly 


than the American farmer. 


Men and women engaged in farm- 


ing, dairying, and forestry make up 
26 per cent of all persona "gainfully 
employed" in this country. 
They 


number nearly 11,000,000 persons 
and with their families constitute at 
least one-third' of the total popula- 
tion of the United States. 


, 
It has been demonsti-ated again 


and again within the past few years 
that when this enormous economic 
class is impoverished and compelled 


* 
to curtail its buying power, every 
nther element of the population, in- 
cluding labor, merchants, manufac- 
turers, banks and professional men 
and women, suffer correspondingly. 


The farmer is not merely a pro- 


ducer. He is a consumer. Monop- 
olies have been permitted to grow up 
in this country, in defiance of lav,-, 
which take heavy toll from 
the 


farmer both as a producer and as a 
consumer. 


Not the least of these monopolies 


is the International Harvester Trust, 
which for a generation has controlled 
the output and the price of farm ma- 
chinery. This monopoly has not only 
robbed the farmer, as it will present- 


- ly be shown, but it has added to the 


cost of production of the food prod- 
uct? of the nation and accordingly 
laid a heavy burden upon the head of 
every family in the land. 


It apparently took the election of 


Magnus Johnson to the United States 
Senate, 
by 
the 
enlightened 
and 


aroused farmers and wage-earners 
of Minnesota, to goad the Depart- 
ment of Justice, into action against 
the unlawful activities of the Har- 
vester Trust. 


On May 4, 1920, the Federal Trade 


Commission, after an investigation 
ordered by Congress, called upon the 
Department of Justice to curb the 
Trust in its exploitation of the farm- 
ers and of the American people. 


The Department of Justice, whose 


officials had found time to seek in- 
junctions against the railroad 'work- 
ers and the coal miners, ignored the 
recommendation? of the Commission 
for a period of moi'e than three 
years. 


In July, 1923. a few days after the 


election of Senator Johnson in Min- 
nesota, the Department of Justice 
filed a petition in the United States 
District Court in Minneapolis, charg- 
ing that the Harvester Trust was ex- 
ercising monopoly power in violation 
of the Sherman Act, and appealing 
to the court to compel the dissolution 
of the Trust. 


The story of the Harvester Trust 


is strikingly similar to the story of 
other great industrial giants which 
have bnilt up their power over a long 


period of years, an violation of the 
law of .the land, and without effec- 
tive hindrance from the representa- 
tives of the people'in executive and 
legislative offices, entrusted' with the 
protection of the people from law- 
less combinations of trade and indus- 
try. 


The Harvester Trust came into 


being in 1902. The Trust was form- 
ed by the heads of the great concerns 
which had built up a large and prof- 
itable business in the manufacture of 
harvesting machinery and binder- 
twine. The brief filed in the suit now 
pending in Minneapolis alleges that . 
the 
agents 
for 
these 
five con- 


cerns: Cyrus H. McCormick, Charles 
Deering, John J. Glessner, William 
H. Jones, an/1 George W. Perkins, 
conspired to violate the Sherman Act 
and to create a monopoly, "believing 
combination would yield large ..prof- 
its," and "determined to bring it 
about, destroy existing competihion 
among the five concerns, and through 
combinations and agreements in re- 
straint of trade to exclude all others, 
and secure control of and monopolize 
interstate trade and commerce in 
harvesting machinery and binder 
twine. They further determined that 
when they had accomplished the 
purpose just mentioned they should 
expand into other lines of agricul- 
tural machinery and finally monopo- 
lize interstate trade and commei-ce 
in agricultural machinery of all 
kinds." 


Theodore Roosevelt was President 


of the United States at the time 
when this conspiracy was hatched. 
George W. Perkins, friend of Roose- 
velt, who financed his campaign for 
the presidency in 1912, was one of 
the conspirators. 
George W. Per- 


kins was a partner in the firm of J. P. 
Morgan and Company, who was per- 
mitted to take over the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Company under the 
Roosevelt administration, and it was 
J. P. Morgan who was called upon by 
the conspirators to "finance" the 
launching of the Harvester Trust. 


Thus the Harvester Trust in 1902 


was born, with most respectable family 
connections, both in Wall Street and in 
the Government of the United States. 


The five concerns which entered the 


conspiracy to flout the Sherman Law 
then controlled 85 per cent of the total 
national production of harvesting ma- 
chinery, and more than 50 per cent of all 
other binder twine produced and sold in 
the United States. 


The Trust was officially christened on 


August 12, 1902, under the name of the 
International Harvester Company, and it 
commenced its activities with a stock is- 
use of $120,000,000. 


J. P. Morgan and Company exacted 


83,451,803.34 of this amount as compen- 
sation for "services rendered and for 
legal expenses." While a fee of nearly 
three and one-half millions to one bank- 
ing house for aiding five manufacturers 
to violate the law may appear to the 


reader to be unreasonable, it; must in all 
fairness be conceded that in view of the 
gigantic sums of which, the Harvester 
Trust has since been enabled to rob the 
farmer, the charge made 'by J. P. Mor- 
gan and Company was not excessive. 


Immediately after its organization, 


the Trust proceeded to kill off all possi- 
ble competition in its chosen field. 


In January, 1.903, it secretly acquired 


Osborne and Company, of Auburn, N. Y., 
chief among its remaining competitors. 
The Trust publicly disclaimed all connec- 
tion with this concern f or.a period of two 
years after purchase of the plant. 


In 1903 and 1904, the Trust acquired 


three other competing plants, and op- 
erated them secretly for several years. 


Meanwhile, the Trust extended its op- 


erations into other lines, partially by con- 
verting its existing plants to produce new 
types of machinery, but additionally by 
the purchase of established concerns. 
The monopoly of the harvesting machine 
lines was a useful and powerful lever in 
establishing monopoly power over other 
branches of farm machinery production. 


Until 1911, or for a period of nine 


years, the Government of the United 
States, under the' administrations' of 
Roosevelt and Taft, permitted the Har- 
vester Trust to crush competition, rob 
the farmer and the consumer, and vio- 
late the Sherman Law without fear of 
punishment. In the fall of 1911, Attor- 
ney General Wickersham was preparing 
to file suit for the dissolution of the 
Trust when its officers appealed for a 
chance to dissolve voluntarily before.suit 
was filed. The Attorney General of the 
United States politely conferred with the 
gentlemen who had been violating the 
law for nine years and awaited the sub- 
mission of their dissolution plan. This 
plan, when submitted, did not in any re- 
spect yield any of the monopoly power 
held by the Trust and after a delay of 
six months, Attorney General Wicker- 
sham in April, 1912, filed suit for disso- 
lution. Meanwhile, in the midst of the 
negotiations with the Government, the 
Trust had tightened its grip on the farm 
machinery industry by extending its 
operations to the manufacture of seeding 
machines. 


Then followed a long period of delay, 


in which the Trust interposed every ob- 
stacle of legal trickery to thwart the 
law and to put off the day of reckoning. 


The company reorganized in 1913, 


while suit was pending, in an effort to 
avoid some of the penalties fixed -by the 
law for its illegal activities. The reor- 
ganization was made the occasion for is- 
suing 870,000,000 of additional stock, up- 
on which the American people, and more 
particularly the farmers, have since been 
compelled to pay fat dividends. 


The District Court of Minneapolis 


finally handed down a decree in August, 
1914, adjudging the Trust to be in viola- 
tion of the Sherman Law. The Trust at 
once took an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. The case was twice argued be- 
fore that August body, and the appeal 
of the Trust for a third argument was 
obligingly granted. 


War was declared in April, 1917, and 


at that time the suit against the Harves-. 
ter Trust was still pending. Attorney 
General Gregory in 1918 appeared befp.re 
the Supreme Court and moved that, this 
suit, together with others then pending 
against other illegal combinations, be in- 
definitely "continued" until the termina- 
tion of the war. 


Thus the Harvester Trust, already con- 


victed of wholesale violations of law in 
the lower courts, was permitted to con- 
tinue its robbery of the American people 
in company with other profiteering cor- 
porations which had the consuming pub- 
lic at their mercy. 


It was exactly as if the authorities, in 


the midst of famine or riots, had served 
notice upon a band of highwaymen that 
"during the emergency" they would be 
permitted to ply their evil-doing with no 
interference from the government.. ' 


It is therefore not surprising that the 


Harvester Trust used this period of grace • 
for all the profit that was in it. 


The profits of the Wisconsin Steel 


Company, one of the subsidiary plants 
of the Trust, are typical. Its net profits 
were 32 per cent in 1913, 11 per cent in 
1914, and 23 per cent in 1915. During 
the war years 1917 and 1918, the profits 
of this concern were 119 per cent and 80 
per cent respectively. 


As to the profiteering of the industry 


in genera! during the war, the Federal 
Trade Commission reported: 


"The prices of manufacturers and 


dealers increased more than their costs 
or expenses, respectively, and resulted in 
increased pi'ofits, which were unusually 
large for both manufacturers and deal- 
ers in 1917 and 1918." 


The manufacturers' prices to dealers 


leaped 82 per cent from 1916 to 1918, 
while the dealers advanced their prices 
to farmers by 62 per cent in the same 
period. The records show that 
the 


greatest increases were made in the 
midst of war,Curing the year 1918. 


An elaborate conspiracy was built up 


by the manufacturers in order to make 
the advance in prices to profiteering lev- 
els uniform and effective. 


The Federal Trade Commission found 


the following methods, practically all of 
them illegal, practised by the Trust: 


"Price comparison meetings at which 


advances in prices made or intended to 
be made were discussed. 


"Cost comparison meetings at which 


inated costs were compared with the 
tacit understanding that prices would be 
advanced the same percentage shown by 
the inflated costs. 


"Frequent exchange of price lists by 


mail, so that, members could check up 
each other's prices, terms and equipment 
furnished. 


"Letters urging low-price members to 


increase their prices." 


Commenting on the use of these meth- 


ods, the Federal Trade Commission de- 
clared in its report: 


"By these methods, beginning with 


meetings held in February, 1916, and. 
continuing through 1918, the manufact- 
urers often arrived at uniform percent- 
ages of increase to be applied first to 


one and then to another line of imple- 
. rhents. 


."That- the officers and members of the 


manufacturers' associations realized that 
they were engaged in illegal activities is 
indicated by the attempted secrecy they 
sought to throw over all their price ac- 
tivities." 


Letters written in secret by these 


greedy profiteers during .the time when 
the country was engaged in war, bear 
out the charge of the Commission. 


After the European "War broke out .in 


1914, but before the United States-en- 
tered the struggle, the .Harvester Trust 
was already in a conspiracy with its com- 
petitors to advance prices. 


Bradford Brinton of the Grand De- 


tour Plow Co., wrote H. M. Wallis, presi- • 
dent of the J. I. Case Plow Works, on" 
November 9, 1915: 


"If you, P. and 0., La Crosse, Oliver, 


Moline and ourselves would adopt some- 
thing like uniform prices and terms and 
go. to bat simply on the basis of quality, 
service, etc., we could all make .some 
money." p. 320, Federal Trade Comrnisr 
sion Report.) 
„

To which Mr. Wallis on 'November 13, 


wrote in reply that he approved of this 
plan to save the manufacturers from 
"the ruinous policy for all concerned of 
cutthroat price competition." (Ibid, p. 
321.) 
.

And on January 7, 1916, Secretary 


Burns of the Case Plow Works wrote 
President Wallis of the same concern: 


"I have asked our^ managers to talk 


with their competitors regarding prices 
and see what they have in mind, and 
from the reports received thus far it 
seems there is a strong inclination 
among the principal ones to put on a 
little advance on February 1, possibly 
about 5 per cent, to sort of tone up the 
prices and encourage business, with the 
idea .that these gradual advances will 
make it easier to reach the proper pitch 
on July 1 and if the material prices re- 
cede, then it will not be necessary to put 
on additional advances and we can. prob- 
ably hold those that we have put on by 
doing it gradually in this way." (Ibid, p. 
324.)- 


The same Mr. Burns in another letter 


to President Wallis on February 3, 1916, 
reported that a Mr. Craig of Janesville, 
a manufacturer, had characterized "the 
idea of 15 per cent to 20 per cent ad- 
vance as ridiculous" and severely criti- 
cized Mr. Craig for his refusal to "coop- 
erate." Apparently the price-fixing plan 
agreed upon was too "raw" even for some 
of the manufacturers. 


Another manufacturer wrote in March, 


1914, warning his colleagues: 


"A point we think you should keep in 


mind is the point beyond which the farm- 
er will refuse to buy." 
(Ibid, p. 334.) 


This apparently was the principal con- 


sideration in the price-fixing of the 
Harvester Trust. The game was to put 
on the farmer every permjr of price that 
he could pay, regardless of costs. 


In the midst of war, on September 17, 


1917, 0. R. Carver, president of the Car- 
ver Wagon Co., wrote to the President of 
the Southern Association of the National 
Implement Dealers: 


"I have heard of some ridiculous 


terms lately when there is absolutely no 


necessity for same; in fact, at the 
ent time the wagon people havc- 
their hands to regulate terms and pria 
on farm wagons, and if we allow t(, 
golden opportunity to slip-by, 1 am afn 
we will never have it again." 
474.)

On February 8, another manufacture 


wrote: 


• "By the latter part of May we v.-jv 


know just how the farmers are trea- 
these advanced prices and if th<-y 
taking the average quantity of roi 
at present prices we could all cr^c! 
that they would naturally take a con 
spending proportion at a still 
cost." (Ibid, p. 557.) 


When the United States was tak^ri ij 


to the World War, the implement 
facturers named a committee r, 
members, "to represent the entire Irui'J 
try in its relation with the Goverrrr.e^ 
during the war." 


This committee received from FreJ 


dent Wilson's War Industries Board 
"dollar-a-year-men" authority and 
sponsibility for control of iron and s 
allotments to all implement manufa 
urers. 


One of the unique activities of 


committee was a campaign of "edurj| 
tion" among the farmers. Speeches • 
made, editorials were written, and ps-J 
phlets were circulated to convince i-J 
farmer that-implement prices were higl 
because the manufacturers were pay 
excessive wages to labor, and that 
farmer himself was responsible for hig| 
prices, inasmuch as farm product?, 
important element- in the cost of liv 
were bringing peak prices. 


Strange to say, when the farmer 


"deflated" in 1919, and farm prices su^ 
denly slumped, the "economic law" cite 
by the Harvester Trust during the • 
did not operate to bring-a decrease i|l 
the prices of farm implements.

The farmer cannot hope to be prosw
